A  reatmia  of~6anada's  defences  has  been  made 

by  the  Ottawa  correspondent  of  The  Time.s.  of 
London.  The  purpose,  he  says,  is  mechanization 
of  the  Army,  but  the  ability  to  get  modem  equip- 
ment lias  been  hampered  by  the  dlfncuUy  of 
getting  orders  filled.  He  quotes  the  Instance  of 
intr-alreraft  gmt  which  were  ordered  Fn  IMS 
and  had  net  been  deliver*>(l  a  few  nvonth*  ag^r 


He  says  the  defences  of  the  Pacific  Coast  "have 
been  bolstered  up  with  temporary  armaments." 
and  that,  "if  war  broke  out  tomorrow,  Canada's 
army  would  .■^tiffer  from  a  deficiency  of  the  most 
modern  types  of  equipment."  The  Air-  Force 
provldas  for  a  aanrlca  of  tin  iquadrons  with  a 
por.sonnel  of  2.070  and  a  non-permanent  force  of 
twelve  squadrons  with  an  authorized  strength  of 
1.450  of  all  ranks.  Tlte  eorreapbndent  pplnU  out, 
however,  that  a  number  of  the  mlanea  still  used 
are  obsolete. 

The  Navy  of  Canada  has  a  personnel  of  1,580 
and  a  Volunteer  Reserve  with  an  establlahment 
of  1.470.  "^here  are  six  destroyers,  four  mine- 
sweepers and  an  auxiliary  schooner  for  trathlng 
purposes.  The  naval  vote  for  1938-1&39  was 
Se.oonnon  Thin  branch  of  defence,  the  corre- 
spondent says,  has  never  been  taken  seriously 
by  the  people  of  the  Dominion."

These  fixed  de- 
fences and  the  naval  force.'?  locally  available  can 
rely  upon  assistance  from  aircraft.  Provision 

,  has  been  made  for  enlarging  the  present  aero- 
drome at  Vancouver,  and  for  new  aerodromes  at 
Patricia  Bay,  near  Victoria:  Aliford  Bay,  in  the 
Queen  Charlotte  Islands;  Prince  Rupert,  and 
Kamloopa." 

At  the  present  .^e.sslon  of  Parliament,  incressed 
appropriations  will  be  made  for  defensive  works. 
The  hope  la  faharally  axpraiiad^that  tl^ey  Uiii 
be  sufttclent  to  provide  naval  Increasc.s,  to 
strengthen  the  Permanent  Force,  to  put  I  the 
MlllUa  on  an  adequate  footing,  with  the  neces- 
sary equipment  which  is  so  needed,  and  to  build 
up  the  Air  Force  to  the  strength  required,  and 
provide  it  with  up-to-date  machines.  Canada  is 
not  rearming,  simply  building  up  a  skeleton  de- 
,  fence  foree.  which  .should,  however,  pi^vc  the 
nucleus  of  greater  effort  whenever  the  needs 
a^. .
